CHICAGO, March 31.—Science may be called upon to aid the 


.law in disposing of the estate of Rosa and Josefa Blazek the 43- 
year-old "Siamese Twins" who died yesterday. The estate is val- 
ued at approximately $100,000. 


The question to be decided is whether Franz, the 11-year-old 


boy who is known as the son of Rosa, had two mothers or a 
mother and an aunt. The amount of Franz's inheritance and the 
interests of other relatives hinged upon the answer to that ques- 
tion. Physicians say only an autopsy can determine the answer 
and are seeking permission to hold a post mortem inquiry 


Some physicians assert that the twins were one individual 


personality; others declare they constituted two separate entities 


Jess E. Rose, who managed the twins on their vaudeville and 


museum appearances for 12 years declares that Rosa was the 
guiding genius of the two. 
What Rosa would think, he says 


Josefa would do; when Rosa became hungry Josefa would demand 
food; when Rosa willed to walk Josefa automatically stepped for- 
ward, 
Rosa always planned and Josefa put the plans without 


even words to convey the suggestion, into execution. 


"The fact that both women were able to nurse the child at 


birth/' Rosa said, "proved the intimacy of their physical relation- 
snip.

the 27th, under the title of "Protecting The Family 
Budget," makes some observations on the Public Util- 
ities commission of Ohio. 


It says:— 


"Some of the cities of Northwestern Ohio are 


setting up a demand for the abolition of the State 
Public Utilities commission. This is the com- 
mission that was created in the days of the Judson 
Harmon administration for the benevolent pur- 
pose of saving the people of the cities, towns and 
villages of Ohio the inconvenience of having some- 
thing to say in regard to the price they were to 
pay for light, heat. gas. telephone and other servi- 
ces supplied by the"Public Service corporations. 


"The interesting thing about the demand

In Europe, Asia, and Africa, under the tutelage of

Plans 
for personal service may be had at the principal centers 
for emergency and other needs. In that way urgent 
plans for catching .some steamer to expedite important 
business in another quarter of the globe may be had on 
short notice, overtaking the trains that might have serv- 
ed had the sudden requirements been known long enough 
in advance.
